BRAZIL MINES TO REMAIN IDLE. 


Effect of Increased Freight Rates ‘and 
Miners’ Demands. 

A committee representing the various com- 
panies minim block coul at Brazil, Ind., and 
in that vicinity, has issued a notice that owing 
to an advance in coal freights from Brazil to 
Chicago of 10 cents per toa, to take affect 
Nov. 15, work at the mines would not be re- 
sumed er any coal shipped until the old rate 
should be restored and until the miners should 
comply with the contract entered into May 
14. The notice is signed by the Jackson Coal 
and Mining company, the Brazil Block Coal 
company, Watson, Little & Co., and the Otter 
Creek Coal company. All companies inter- 
ested in these mines are bound by the agree- 
ment and until some settlement is effected 
there will not be a ton of block coal mined. 

The éffect of this agreement will be far- 
reaching. Prominent coal men say the action 
taken will have no effect on prices to local 
consumers, and no one will have to pay more 
for fuel m consequence. However this may 
be, 7,000 miners, at the least calculation, will 
be thrown out of employment just at the be- 
ginning of winter, and should a settlement 
not be effected within the next two or three 
weeks the railroads handling this business will 
unquestionably reduce their train crews and 


leave many men out of employment. 


This action on the part of the coal com- 
panies and its probable result to the miners is 
due in great measure to them, according 
to the story of the President of one 
of the largest concerns interested. Last 
May a contract was entered into between the 
various mining companies and the representa- 
tives of the miners, on which a uniform scale 
of wages was agreed, the contract being bind- 
ing until May 1, 1892. For block coal the 
miners were to receive pay at the rate of 75 
cents per ton, and for bituminous 70 cents. In 
violation of this contract, the companies 
claim, the miners now insist on an increase to 
85 cents for block coal and 75 cents for bitn- 
minous, or an increase of 10 cents per ton op 
block and five cents per ton on bitu- 
minous. Added to this was the increase in 
freight rates frum $1 to $1.10 per ton, making 
a total advance in the cost of coal laid down 
in Chicago of 20 cents per ton on block and 
15 cents on bituminous, 

Nearly all the coal used by manufacturing 
concerns and by the railroad companies is 
Brazil block coal. The estimate of a prom- 
inent dealer is that 90 per cent of the steam- 
producmg coal used in, Chicago is block. 
Contracts for the delivery of this coal were 
made under the old scale of prices and freight 
rates, and to carry them out at the advanced 
rates would have entailed seriqus loss to the 
the companies. They took advantage, there- 
fore, of a clause in the contracts which 
vides that they may become inoperative in 
case of strikes or trouble with miners. Until 
an agreement of some sort is effected the 
large users of soft coal must derive their sup- 
plies from the IIlinois, Ohio, and Pennsyl- 
vania mines. 

The principal mining com panies and firms ef- 
fected with their approximate daily outputs in- 


. elude the Jackson Coal and Mining company, 


output 1,000 tons per day; the Brazil Block Coal 
company, output 3,000 tons per day: Watson, 
Little & Co., output 1,000 tons per day; Otter 
Creek Coal company, output 500 tons per day ; 
Crawford Coal company, output 1,000 tons per 
day; Weaver, Getz & Co., output 1,000 tons 
per day; Zeller & Sigler, output 500 tons per 
day; Coal Bluff Mining company, output 
1,500 tons per day. 

The total average output of the block coal 
companies exceeded 10,000 tons per day, 60 
per cent of which was consumed in Chicago. 
The bituminous mines with an equal capacity 
sent one-half of their coal to Chicago, It is 
expected that every mine included in those 
mentioned, 100 in all, will be shut down to- 
day. 

The railroad companies justify their in- 
crease in freight rates by the increased rate 
of taxation in Indiana, which quadruples the 
amount paid to the State and counties. 

The coal famine at the docks where steam- 
ers and tugs are supplied on account of the 
strikes in the Pittsburg and Indiana block 
coal fields is probably ended by the striking 
miners in the Pittsburg fields resuming work. 
„% Buyers for the tug and steamship compa- 
nies want only block coal, said Mr. Rend of 
the J. P. Rend company. Many large 
consignments from the Eastern collier- 
ies have been confiscated by the 
railroad companies in transit. They have 
open orders for the same sort of coal, and 
took care to supply themselves from the 
cargoes in transit. The strike at Pittsburg is 
ended and the regular shipments have begun. 
Although the Eastern miners have gone back 
to work 1,300 miners in the fields adjacent to 
Brazil and throughout Southern Indiana have 
gone out, and unless the Pittsburg miners can 
be kept steadily at work steamship and rail- 
way companies may suffer. The block coal is 
worth $2.40 free on board, and is sold to the 
railway companies at the mines for 80 and 85 
cents. 

O. S. Richardson & Co. had 300 cars at 
Cleveland which they ordered shipped by lake 
immediately to relieve the dock famine of 
South Chicago. After the wire was sent they 
learned that the entire cargo had been confls- 
cated by the railroad company for the use of 
its locomotives. J. S. Dunham of the Dun- 
ham Towing company said it would probably 
be a week before the dock companies were 
sufficiently supplied. One or two vessels have 
been delayed a few hours, but all have been 
enabled to coal along the line somewhere.

THE COPESTONE OF CHICAGO'S MA- 
SONIC TEMPLE LAID, 


One Year from the Date of the Corner- 
Stone Laying the Great Edifice Is Pro- 


nounced Complete by the Fraternity | 
Whose Name and Fame It Is Destined | 


to Perpetaate—Imposing Parade of Mem- 
bers of the Order—The Structure For- 
mally Accepted—Dr. Thomas’ Address. 


The ceremonies attending the laying of the 
copestone of the new Masonic Temple yester- 
day marked the practical completion of the 
great building. In one year’s time the big 
building has progressed from the corner- 
stone to the copestone, and it stands today a 
towering monument to the master minds that 
conceived it and to that fraternity, old almost 
— ret itself, which has caused it to be 

uilt. 

Two years ago the plan of building a great 
temple, to be dedicated to the uses of Free- 
masonry, originated inthe mind of Norman 
T. Gassette. His ideas met with the approval 
of his brother Masons, and the ground at 
State and Randolph streets was purchased for 
the purpose. To Burnham & Root was given 
the work of drawing plans, a work performed 
to the satisfaction of all interested. The cor- 
ner-stone was laid one year from the time the 
plans were made public, and one year later to

A grander or more brilliant procession of 
Masons never marched along the streets of 
Chicago. More than 500 uniformed knights 
were in the line, their white plumes waving 
and their highly burnished swords clanking as 
they tramped along. Then the various lodges 
countermarched and fell into the ranks, and 
soon 1,550 more men, ununiformed but bear- 
ing the various insignia of their order, were m 
motion, They marched north on Michigan 
avenue to Jackson street, up Jackson to La 
Salle, then northon La Salle to Adams, west 
on Adams to Market, north on Market to 
Lake street, east on. Lake to State street, 
where in front of the great Masonic Temple 
— drew up to listen to the ceremonies of the 

ay. 

4 Features of the Procession. a 

The procession was headed by two platoons 
of police, who forced their. way through the 
streets, and held back the ldmg lines of spec- 
tators that had assembled all along the line of 
march. Following them game Past Grand 
Commander George M. Moulton, Marshal in 
Chief, accompanied by Alfred Russell, Past 
Grand Commander of the Consistory; H. G. 
Nichols, Past Eminent Commander of Mont- 
joie Commandery ; H. G. Gleason, Past Emi- 
nent Commander of Chevalier Bayard Com- 
mandery ; and W. W. Ramsay, Past Eminent 
Commander of Apollo Commandery, who 
acted as his aids. Then, following the Pullman 
Band, came the brilliantly uniformed Oriental 
Consistory in the place of honor m front of 
the local commanderies. It numbered sixty 
men, and was commanded by George War- 
ville. Next in. the line rode Right Eminent 
Sir Sylvester 0. Spring of Peoria, Grand 
Commander, with his staff, consisting of James 
P. Sherwin, Chief of Staff and Grana Standard 
Bearer of the State, and H. G., Purinton, Past 
Grand Commander of the St. Bernard Com- 
mandery.

little practical working power. Like ail otner 
organizations it has its obligations, but not in 
these, as such, is the explanation of its abiding 
power.

Its one aim is to build character, and 
hence it deals with ethical and spiritual forces 
and principles and seeks to concrete and unfold 
these in the rational and moral consciousness 
that they may shine forthin the beanty and power 
of noble lives; and hence, while there have been 
many religions and many schools of philosophy, 
there has ever been but one Freemasonry, and 
‘in the nature of things there can never be any 
other, and for the reason that it is centered in the 
unchangeable, developed along the lines of the 
lower and the higher natural.

Nor can the name of John W. Root, the 
architect in whose brain this building took shape 
before the ground was broken, be forgotten.

NEW YORE A BEAR GARDEN, 


The Manhattan Traders Rubbed with the 
Hard Side of Bruin’s Hide, 

New York, Nov. 6.—(Special. |—Stocks 
closed weak under a sharp bear drive, and the 
air was filled with disquieting rumors, It’s a 
long time since the rumor committee put in 
such along and hard day’s work. According 
to the stories they put out, affairs were really 
in a most distressing condition. Two banks 
in Boston and one in Chicago were ready to 
pass into the hands of receivers; Jay Gould 
was at the point of death; a mysteridus dw- 
aster was impendiug in the coal trade; and a 
big British brewing firm was on the verge of 
failure—the bears were not quite sure whether 
it was Bass or Guinness,probably both! While 
the street was enveloped in this fog of rumors 
the bears let drive at the market, their attack 
being mainly directed against Reading, 
Lackawanna, Big Four, and Erie, and these 
were closed 1% to 1% below last evening’s 
prices, the pressure against them K. great- 
est in the last half hour. Mr. H. H. Crocker 
was a heavy seller of Big Four, and Mr. 
W. B. Wheeler slammed out thousands 
of shares of Lackawanna and Read- 
— Besides the four stocks named above 
only two of the active issues —North- 
west and Louisville—are down as much as a 
full point. The others show only fractional 
declines, while a few are even a trifle higher. 
Among the specialities there are a few sharper 
declines. So far as the day’s rumors are con- 
cerned they were nearly all of the stuff that 
dreams are made of.“ Boston emphatically 
denied that any banks over there were in 
trouble. Jay Gould’s friends say he was out 
driving today with his daughter. The highest 
authorities on the anthracite industry declare 
that business never was on a more prosperous 
basis. The rumor of a Chicago bank being 
embarrassed originated in an anonymous cir- 
cular letter, the writer of which stands a fair 
chance of going behind prison bars. Turn- 
ing from bear rumors tothe real develop- 
ments of the day we find that they were all 
encouraging. Money was easier, at no time 
being bid above7 per cent for call loans. 
Sterling exchange was reduced and $650,000 
gold -was ordered from abroad, Besides, 
it was learned that $450,000 had been 
ordered Tuesday last and not heretofore 
announced. Of a dozen roads ‘which 
today reported earnings for the fourth week 
of October all without exception showed 
increases, and lake rates from Chicago to 
Buffalo were again advanced half a cent per 
bushel under pressure of grain for the sea- 
board. Diligent inquiry among the local 
correspondents of don banking houses 
failed to confirm the rumor that a big brew- 
ery there had failed, nor was there any such 
selling of stocks for London account as would 
indicate the existence of trouble there. 
During the day London both bought and sold 
stocks here, doing merely an arbitrage busi- 
ness. While the pounding of the bears 
brought out some long stocks this afternoon, 
the great bulk of selling was unquestionably 
for short account.

There is 
nothing to indicate that Mr. Mills, the repre- 
sentative of the extreme free-trade sentiment 
of the modern Democracy, will not be the 
man. But it is too soon to say with positive- 
ness what the Democrats will do this coming 
session toward defining a tariff policy on 
which to go into the approachmg Presidential 
election. 


In 1888 they incorporated their ideas in the 
Mills bill, a measure which, while it lowered 
some duties, left the great mass of the high 
duties untouched. It put wool on the free list 
and reduced the duties on woolens, but the 
dutiés untouched left it a much more pro- 
tective law than the Walker Democratic 
tariff of 1846, or even the Clay tariff of 1842. 
The only industries which the Mills bill spe- 
cially favored were Southern rice, peanuts, 
and “‘moonshiners.” Had it passed the whisky 
revenues would have disappeared, drained off 
by thousands of unmolested little illicit stills. 
The Democrats made their campaign on Mr. 
Mills’ bungling work and were beaten, That 
may discourage future attempts at the out- 
lining of a tariff policy by the Demucratic 
merabers of Congress. 

It is too early also to say what view the 
Democratic leaders will take of the recent 
elections as bearing on the policy of coming 
out for radical free trade next year. They 
may decide that it will be safe to try it in New 
York, Massachusetts, Iowa, and Indiana, and 
that while it would mean certain defeat in 
Ohio yet whatever they did they would 
lose that State, which is immovably Republic- 
an in Presidential years. They may come to 
the conclusion that Iowa would be fair de- 
batable ground, even though the Democ- 
racy should take issue against protection and 
declare that every vestige of it should be 
swept away, because, according to Cleveland, 
Mills, and Watterson, all protection is a tax 
on the consumer, with no compensating bene- 
fits. 

But it is more than probable that when the 
Democrats get together at Washington this 


House. The ease with which they can do it 
will act as a stimulus. The question will be 
then whether they will be true to their avowed 
principles and submit a measure taking off 
competitive goods the duties which they say 
are so harmful to the consumer, and place 
them on non-competitive articles. If they 
are sincere in saying that they are for “a 
tariff for revenue only, with no protection 
in it, they will do that. They will have to 
provide for raising revenue by making tea, 
coffee, and sugar dutiable and letting in 
foreign manufactures free. Mills, Watterson, 
and Cleveland want that done, and if the 
Democrats believe what they say as to the 
evil effect of protection they would be false 
to their principles if they did a jot less. 

But, while the men of principle in the 
party may want a thorough-going free-trade 
bill, the men of expediency, the men who 
think it is of more importance to elect a 
President than to assert a doctrine, will 
throw cold water on the policy of going so fast 
and so far. The representatives of the Demo- 
cratic party who met in St. Louis in June, 
1888, were by no means in favor of abolishing 
the duties on competing goods and placing 
them on non-competitive ones. They said 
in their platform: 

Our established domestic industries and enter- 
prises should not and need not be endangered by 
the redaction aud correction of the burdens of tax- 
ation. On the sontrary, a fair and careful revision 
of our tax laws, with due allowance for the dif- 
ference between the wages of American and for- 
eign labor, must encourage and promote every 
branch of such industries and enterprises. Inthe 
interests of American labor, which should in no 
event be neglected, the revision of our tax laws 
contemplated by the Democratic party should 
promote the advantage of such labor by cheapen- 
ing the cost of necessaries of life in the home of 
every workingman. 

The difference between the wages of Ameri- 
ean and foreign labor which existed in 1888 
exists now, ‘and amounts to one-half, and a 
good many Democrats may doubt the wisdom 
of the present Mills policy of legislating with- 
out full allowance for that enormous differ- 
ence. It might not strike the Democratic 
workingmen favorably. In 1888 the Demo- 
crats said they wanted to cheapen the cost of 
„ necessaries of life —among which are tea, 
coffee, and sugar — in the home of every 
workingman.” It might seem inconsistent 
and might harm the party if four years later 
the Democracy declared in favor of making 
those necessaries dearer by putting revenue 
taxes on them. 

Democrats like Gorman will have their 
serious doubts as to the policy of the Demo- 
cratic party becoming free trade after the En- 
glish model instead of a tariff reform organi- 
zation with large chunks of protection in it, 
and it is not unlikely, therefore, that there 
will be a contes“ between the Democrats who 
believe free trade is right and ought to be an- 
nounced as the party creed at whatever haz- 
ard and those who, while they may believe 
in free trade, think principle is of no conse- 
quence as compared to the spoils of office. 
In such a contest between principle and spoils 
the antecedents of that party prefer spoils 
every time. A leadmg Democratic editor 
said a few years ago that his party in the last 
analysis was an organized appetite for the 
spoiis of office, while their avowed principles 
consisted of glittering generalities. And they 
have not changed since that graphic and truth- 
ful description of them.

GLEANINGS FROM THE ELECTION HAR. 
VEST. 


The general results of the recent elections 
have been stated with promptness and accu- 
racy, but in gleaning over the field many in- 
teresting features may be found. Gov. Rus- 
sell of Massachusetts will be a lonesome man. 
Every other candidate on the Democratic 
State ticket was defeated. The Senate, which 
was a tie last year, is now stifiy Republican, 
and the Republican majority in the House 
has been increased. Thus the Governor will 
find himself hemmed in with a solid wall of 
Republicans, so that even were he disposed 
to resort to irregular methods he would be 
prevented. His surroundings are a guaranty 
that his administration will be a good one. 

The election returns from Hamilton County, 
O., are good reading. In 1889, when Camp- 
bell ran against Foraker, the complete vote 
was 40,808 (Dem.) against 383,850 (Rep.); in 
1890, Cromley against Ryan, 29,562 (Dem.) 
and 38,091 (Rep.); in 1891, Campbell against 
McKinley, 31,689 (Dem,) and 37,116 (Rep.). 
It will be seen that Campbell’s vote this year 
is 9,116 less than his vote in 1889, and that Mc- 
Kinley’s vote in 1891 is 3,556 larger than Fora 
ker’s in 1889, 

The vote cast in Philadelphia Tuesday was 
the largest ever cast in an off-year election, it 
being 176,993, only 15,000 less than cast for 
Governor last year and 28,027 less than the 
Presidential vote of 1888. The Republicans 
did not claim over 90,000, and polled 102,166. 
The Democrats polled 73,660; majority, 
. 506. The Prohibitionists were not in it,“ 
having only 1,167 to fool away. 

Two notable victories were achieved in 
Omaha and Denver. In the former, it was an 
uprising of good and honest citizens, regard- 
less of politics, against boodlerism and tax- 
eating, and it was successful. In Denver also 
the people rose against a rmg of Democratic 
boodlers which was elected last year by near- 
ly 6,000 majority and elected every man on 
their ticket by pluralities ranging from 1,000 
to 5,000. All of whichis a strong argument 
for clean candidates. 

In the South the results were what might 
have been expected. In Maryland the Demo- 
cratic ticket was elected by nearly 15,000 plu- 
rality, and in Baltimore, Latrobe, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Mayor, was elected by 
8,089 majority. In Virginia the Republicans 
followed Mahone’s advice and very generally 
refrained from voting. The result was an 
overwhelming Democratic victory, the Re- 
publicans at last accounts having but five 
members of the Legislature. John W. Daniel 
will be his own successor in the United States 
Senate. The election in Mississippi was. “a 
quiet one, as no Republicans voted. In 
some precincts there were not half a dozen 
votes cast, the Democrats deeming it unnec-, 
essary to turn out so long as the Republicans 
were disbarred from voting by the new Con- 
stitution and discouraged by other methods 
peculiar to Mississippi. The reélection of 
Senators George and Walthall is settled, and 
likewise the fate of the Subtreasury and land 
loan schemes, 

Six of the Congrersional vacancies were 
filled as follows: Fifth Michigan District, 
Charles E. Belknap (Rep.); Twenty-second 
New York, N. McCurtis (Rep.); Second New 
York, Alfred C. Chapin (Dem.); Tenth New 
York, Bourke Cockran (Dem.); Twelfth New 
York, Joseph L. Little (Dem.); and Second 
South Dakota, John J. Jolly (Rep.). 

One of the most significant features of the 
election was the rout of the Alliance, or Peo- 
ple’s party. In Ohio it polled less than 12,000 
out of 700,000 votes. In Iowa it had less than 
15,000 out of 375,000. In Kansas it carried but 
one judicial district out of ten. In Nebraska 
it was extinguished. In South Dakota its 
vote fell off one-third. In the East it gave no 
sign. In the South it was wiped out, wherever 
there was an election, by the Bourbons. It is 
safe to say it will mot enter the field as a party 
in 1892. 


WHAT HAS BECOME OF GARFIELD’S 78,000 
MAJORITY IN IOWA? 
In 1888 Cleveland carried the following Iowa

In 1880 Garfield carried all but five of these 
counties, the total vote being: Garfield 46,407, 
Hancock 40,387; Republican majority 6.020 
Of the total vote cast in those counties the 
Republicans polled 53.4 per cent. 

In 1888 these twenty-one counties gave Har- 
rison 48,158 votes, and Cleveland 62,465; Dem- 
ocratic majority 14,307. Harrison had but 
43.5 per cent of the total vote. In eight years 
the Republicans had managed to add to their 
strength in these counties a majority of 
whose voters were against prohibition just 
1,751 votes. The Democrats were 22,078 
stronger. 

Two years ago Boies got in these twenty-one 
counties 61,803 votes, while Hutchison, the 
Republican, got 35,577, or 36.5 per cent of the 
total vote. Boies’ majority in those counties 
was 26,226. In nine years the Democratic 


vote had risen 21,418, and the Republican in 
spite of the increase in population had fallen 
off 10,830. In addition to the counties carried 
by Cleveland Boies had majorities in the 
following:

tound to contain trichina. Probably the report 
is a false one, as no such news can be found to 
have reached men prominet in the trade 
here, though they have direct cable corre- 
spondence with agents in ail the principal 
cities. It may be set down as unqualifiedly 
untrue in regard to any pork meat shipped 
from this city under the arrangements recent- 
ly made for sending pork products to Ger- 
many. The inspection here is most thorough, 
every animal found infected with the parasite 
being rigidly excluded. If any trichina have 
been found in pork in Germany it is much 
more likely to be pork of native growth or 
shipped from Great Britain than pork sent 
from the United States. 

It would be foolish to claim that no trichina 
are ever found in hogs slaughtered at the 
Stock-Yards in this city. ‘The little worms are 
as much at home in hogs as the tick is on the 
sheep, though far less numerous. But it can 
safely be averred that the hogs coming to this 
city are less infested with them than are those 
slaughtered further east, and that both com- 
pare favorably with the hogs raised in Europe. 
Here and there an animal is found to be 
troubled with trichina, but it is mentioned as 
aremarkable fact that the employés at the 
packing-houses have learned to recognize such 
a hog by looking at him while he is alive, and 
as a consequence hardly one in a thousand of 
those passed on by the inspector fails to fill a 
clean bill of health. It is about as easy 
for an expert to ‘pick out a _ trichina- 
troubled hog as for a doctor to see that 
a human being is suffering from consumption. 
And the few that are missed by these experts 
are caught by the official inspectors, so that 
there is no room for even the shadow of a 
doubt in regard to the exemption of pork ex- 
ported from this city. How it may be with 
other places in the United States cannot be 
stated positively, but it is fair to presume the 
inspection is equally rigid at all points, seeing 
it is conducted under the same regulations 
and by officials on whom is thoroughly im- 
pressed the fact that the honor of a most im- 
portant industry is in their keeping. Hence 
the report alluded to may be branded as a he, 
got up by interested parties. At least it may 
be so regarded till some more definite proof 
is furnished than that of a cablegram which 
gives no particulars as to time, place, or ori- 
gin of the pork said to be objected to. 

It has ere this been found an uphill job to 
change the habits of a whole people, and it is 
probable the Germans would continue to eat 
their pork raw, though the actual danger 
from trichina were increased tenfola, But it 
is a foolish practice, and on this point, if no 
other, they might well take an example from 
their neighbors, the French, who, as a rule, 
insist on having their food thoroughly cooked 
before eating it, There is to them no danger 
from the trichina or any other of the numer- 
ous entozoa which are often present in the 
apparently healthy animal organism. All 
these little forms of life are killed of by the 
temperature necessary to the cooking of flesh 
by any of the processes employed in the 
kitchen, and are thus rendered perfectly 
harmless, while the food is otherwise made 
more palatable, as well as better adapted 
to the action of the digestive fluid 
in the stomach, If the Germans would 
cook their food they need fear nothing in the 
shape of parasites in the animals raised at 
home, while in the case of pork exported from 
this country they have an absolute guarantee 
against evil consequences from their own folly 
in eating it raw. Hence there is not the 
slightest foundation for alarm, and the best 
of reason for believing that any report to the 
contrary 1s made up from whole cloth by men 
who want, either by fair means or foul, to pre- 
vent the inhabitants of the Fatherland from 
consuming the clean, healthful, nutritious, 
appetizing, and cheap pork offered them by 
the reputable packers of the United States. 


THE USURPATION IN BRAZIL. 

It is sudden and surprising news which 
comes from the young republic of Brazil. 
After making such an apparently auspicious 
start in the direction of republican govern- 
ment a dictator has seized the government, 
martial law has been established, Congress 
has been dissolved, the President, Da Fonseca, 
has proclaimed himself dictator, and there 
are serious outcroppings of revolution in con- 
sequence in many localities. When last year 
a constitutional convention was called and 
this year a representative Congress was as- 
sembled the hope was held out with great con- 
fidence that the republic was established on a 
stable basis. The Brazilians themselves 
boasted its permanency. They called atten- 
tion to the fact that there had been no trouble 
in their country since its separation from 
Portugal and they vaunted themselves as 
Portuguese rather than Spaniards, and hence 
that they were not as impetuous and hot- 
blooded or as much addicted to revolutions as 
the latter. But now, only one year from 
the time they threw off the monarchical 
furm of government, their military Pres- 
ident proclaims himself dictator, dis- 
solves the Congress, enforces martial 
law and the country is on the verge of 
civil war, because the Congress, which rightly 
should have been a check upon absolutism, 
has refused to submit to certain personal and 
absolute prerogatives claimed by the Presi- 
dent. It is asserted on the one hand that the 
deplorable situation of unhappy Brazil is the 
outcome of Dom Pedro’s plottings for a resto- 
ration of the monarchy, but this may well be 
doubted, since the old ex-Emperor is incapaci- 
tated both physically and mentally from 
engaging in any such desperate venture. 

A telegram says: 

Northern Brazil is decidedly in favor of an em- 
pire, and only in Central Brazil is the republic 
popular. This may lead to Dom Pedro's grand- 
son becoming chief of the State under a regency 
of three prominent citizens, representing the 
Northern, Southern, and Central provinces, and 
insuring the unity of Brazil. 

It is much more likely that the President, 
finding he cannot exercise absolute power 
with a Congress opposed to it and under a re- 
publican form of government, has seized the 
reins of government, having the army and 
navy on his side, and will retain the dictator- 
ship until a Congress has been organized 
which will be subservient enough not to op- 
pose his ambitions apd not to interfere with 
his exercise of personal power, which would 
be as far as possible from the republican idea, 
In that case dictatorship means revolution and 
civil strife and must end in serious disaster. 

The situation is a deplorable one in a double 
sense. It is unfortunate that Brazil is con- 
fronted with the prospect@ of civil war just at 
a time when the way had been cleared for a 
great reciprocal trade with this country to the 
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Balmaceda, They will deplore the interfer- 


WIDENING THE RIVER. 

It is announced that the West Chicago 
Street railway company has arranged to tem- 
porarily widen the river by excavating along 
the west bank between Van Buren and Jack- 
son streets. This is to be done for the pur- 
pose of furnishing the required channel! for 
navigation during the construction of the east 
half of the tunnel under the river at Van 
Buren street. The land to be used belongs, or 
is claimed to belong, to the Pittsburg and 
Fort Wayne railroad, and it is agreed to re- 
place the dock line just as it is at present at 
the completion of the tunnel, 

The first part of the action decided upon is 
worthy of warm commendation. The latter 
portion of the program might be much im- 
proved upon. The widening, proposed to be 
temporary, ought to be made permanent. It 
will be absolutely necessary to widen the 
stream at several points ere Jong for drainage 
purposes, and one of the worst of these points 
is at Jackson street, the present channel not 
permitting half enough flow to comply 
with the requirements of the Drainage act. 
It would be idle to restore that dock line and 
then have to remove it again within a year or 
two. It may be remembered that under the 
administration of Mayor Roche Controller 
Burley showed that the dock line along 
the west side of the river from Madi- 
son street south had been encroached 
upon, in some places to a distance of many 
feet. Now is just the time to take up that 
subject, and see what the rights of the city are 
in the premises. If it can be proved that the 
present occupants have no right to the tract 
about to be excavated, or to only a part of it, 
the city authorities would be derelict in their 
duty not to insist upon the vacation being 
made permanent. On the other hand, if it be 
ascertained that the railroad company is the 
actual owner of the area it could be pur- 
chased on cheaper terms than if the dock line 
were previously restored. In either event it 
would be much better to make a settled job of 
the matter now than to throw it over to some 
future time when a large amount of work 
would have to be undone. 


Tun city authorities should at once proceed 
to abolish that abortive attempt at a bridge 
over the river at Canal street. It is not in use, 
and is practically unusable, being away down 
in the mud, besides an obstruction to naviga- 
tion, as decided at Washington. It should be 
taken down right away and thus avoid the ex- 
pense of $5,000 a month in which the city will 
be fined under the act of last year unless the 
obstacle be removed within a reasonable time. 
Not a day should be lost in beginning the 
work of demolition, and thereby showing that 
the present administration declines to shoulder 
the responsibility for the blunders of its 
predecessor. It would be well if all the bur- 
dens entailed by the Cregier régime could be 


got rid of as easily as this can be put out of 


the way.

FRENCH AND ITALIAN RECIPROCITY. 


The Abolition ef Differential Duties by 
France Gives Satisfaction. 

Ron, Nov. 6.—The news frum Paris that 
the council of Ministers has decided to abolish 
the differential duties now levied in France 
against Italian products has given the great- 
est satisfaction to the people of Italy. This 
measure has been taken even before the new 
tariff laws are to go into force, not only for 
economical reasons, but also as a proof that 
France desires hereafter the most cordial 
relations with Italy. The importance of this 
measure to the agriculturists of Italy can 
hardly be overestimated. France had been 
for many years their chief customer, until the 
beginning of the tariff war, which is now to 
cease, and the sudden closing of her market, 
especially to Italian wines, added seriously to 
the crisis that has produced so much misery 
during the last few years. 

The wine crop of 1891 is now about com- 
pleted. Reports from every part of the coun- 
try testify to its abundance and to its excel- 
lent quality. It is even said that in many sec- 
tions it will be almost an impossibility to pro- 
vide the casks. and barrels necessary. for its 
transportation. With a ready market for this 
enormous crop, and with crops of cereals con- 
siderably above the average, Italy ought dur- 
ing the coming year to enter upon a new pe- 
riod of prosperity.

LONDON MARKETS ARE DULL 


Americas Open Firm but Afterward Drop 
a Point or Two. 
[SPROIAL cant] 

Lorpox, Nov. 6.—Markets were dull today 
and the tone was rather disposed to be weak. 
Americans opened firm at New York parities, 
but afterwards lost about g per cent, which 
was recovered when New York prices arrived, 
only to be lost again in the street. St. Pauls 
and Erie seconds were well bought on the 
declines, but Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
shares were offered freely down to 16% and 
Ohio and Mississippi to 2144. The Paris set- 
tlement has been finished with but 
one failure and Berlin was disposed 
to make light of Hirschfeld & 
Woiff’s failure, the liabilities being stated at 


_ £500,000, almost entirely due to wealthy 


clients. It is reported from St. Petersbur 
that the Russian finance ministry has open 
negotiations with the Bank of France for the 
purchase of silver bullion sufficient to 
coin 100,000,000 rubles. A St. Peters- 
burg correspondent telegraphs that be- 
fore insue of the latest inter 
dicts there were disturbances at vario 
frontier stations and ports owing to attempts 
by the populace to prevent exports. The ex- 
port of wheat is likewise giving rise te trouble 
and is also being officially interfered with, 
owimg to the prohibition against mixing rye 
with cargoes exported. lt is also feared 
Odessa that the export of coal will have to be 
discontinued on account of the ships 
not being able to obtain return car- 
goes. A ukase prohibiting the expor- 
tation of wheat may be expected 
shortly, contrary to the wish of the Finance 
Minister, who favors an export duty as high as 
two rubles. The prohibition is insisted upon 
by the Czar, as difficulty is found already by 
the government providing seed for next year’s 
crop. Perhaps the strongest indication that 
the prohibition of an export duty is impend- 
ing is the usual semi-official denial from St. 
Petersburg which was forthcoming in turn in 
regard to rye, to oats, and to ear cereals and 
is now circulated in regard to wheat in the 
English midland counties.

If such a law were passed manufacturers who 
uge these adulterants would stop it very 
quickly. 

Dr. E. E. Gwynne, Center street: I regard 
— ammonia and alum injurious in bread- 
stufis. 

Dr. H. Hahn, No. 70 State street: I am of 
the opinion that alum and ammonia should 
not be used in our food. 

Dr. Saur, Wabash avenue and Jackson 
street: Food adulterants, such as ammonia 
and alum, are growing evils, and I think it a 
duty of all physicians to express themselves 
emphatically on this subject. 

Dr. Grosvenor, Lincoln avenue: I am op- 
posed to alum and ammonia and breadstuffs. 

Dr. Canfieid, No. 244 Lincoln avenue: I am 
satisfied that a great many cases of . 
and indigestion are the results of food adulter- 
ation. Ihe use of alum continuously should 
be condemned. 

Dr. Isidore Green, Lincoln avenue: I be- 
lieve ammonia and alum in breaastuffs to be 
injurious, I think more attention should be 
given this matter of food adulterations. 

Dr. Ryan T. Van Belt, No. 1800 Wabash av- 
enue: There is no adulteration so injurious in 
food as ammonia. No matter what the quan- 
tity, if it is continuously used, 1t will create 
dyspepsia. Not only that, but its effect on the 
blood is such that it affects the kidneys. 

Dr. Frank R. Waters, No. 1735 State street: 
The kidneys in the human system are what 
may be properly called the strainer of the 
system. Whatever passes through the kid- 
neys should be pure or as nearly so as ible. 
In a. once ammonia poisons blood 
and becomes an irritant to the stomach. 
It does not assimilate with anything and there 
is no way in which it can be made to do so. 
rhe greater the quantity the more the injury, 
of course, but no matter how small the quan- 
tity it creates a disturbed condition that is 
very bad. Ido not think ammonia should 
ever be allowed ina baking powder. Itis a 
cheap drug and used because it is cheap and 
without regari to the health of the consumer. 
Ammonia is of such nature that it does not 
disappear in the baking of bread, 

Dr. John D. Ware, Health Commissioner of 
the City of Chicago: I wish to say with all the 
emphasis at command that I am opposed to 
the adulteration of food of any sort whatever. 
lamin favor of the of the most 
stringent laws to prevent adulteration of every 
kind and the penalty should be so severe as to 
prevent it. I would almost favor a peniten- 
tiary offense as a penalty for a violation. Un- 
fortunately the appropriation allowed in this 
department is not sufficient to enable it to 
make tests of all adulterations. If sucha 
thing could be done I would hail it with de- 
light. It would be the means of saving 
thousands of lives. I do not care to single out 
any particular adulterant, I am opposed to 
every one of them.

BENEFITS OF RECIPROCITY. 


An Immense Increase in Spanish Exports 
Since the Treaty Went Into Effect. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Nov. 6.—As an evidence 
of the benefits that have already been realized 
from the operations of the Spanish reciprocity 
treaty, which went into effect two months 
ago, the following statement was received at 
the State Department.

Various gentlemen have came to me and 
have chalked out in outline the kind of a Com- 
missioner we want to take Judge Cooley’s 
place. I quite agree with them. They can't 
please me better than by giving proper 
weight to the office, but when they have said 
all they can in behalf of some I occasionally 
repeat their outline of what the Commiasion- 
er ought to be and then ask them if their can- 
didate quite fills in the outline. Sometimes 
they frankly say he does not. So you see, 
while we are all agreed as to the general fact 
that the office of Inter-State Commerce Com- 
missioner is an important one, it is not so 
easy to find just the man to fill it.“

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PRIME’S CROP REPORTS. 


DEOUGRT AFFECTED WINTER 
WHEAT IN ALL OF THE STATES. 


Nothing but Immediate Rains and a Mild 
November Will Prodace Auything Like 
a Good Crop Next Year—The Conditions 


for Corn, However, Could Not Be Better 


~Prospects in the Spring- Wheat Belt 
Also Excellent. 

Dwianr, III. Nov. 6 —[Special.]—The 
weather still continues dry all over the coun- 
try. Even North Dakota has had three weeks 
of good weather. The conditions have been 
perfect for the gathering of the corn crop, and 
just the reverse for the growth of the winter 
wheat. A yearago at this time the winter- 
wheat crop was doing fairly weil; there was 
some lack of moisture, and there were reports 
of Hessian fly in Kansas, North Missouri, and 
Illinois. Threéfourths of the corn crop of 
Ohio, Nebraska, and Iowa was gathered. In 
Illinois and Indiana corr was all secured, and 
Missouri reported 50 per cent in grib. Kansas 
reported about the same. 

Prospects for Winter Wheat, 

Northern Texas reports that it is two months 
since it has had any rain to put the ground in 
condition for plowing or seeding and the re- 
ports show that there will not be half the 
wheat sown that otherwise would have been if 
the conditions had been favorable. Consider- 
able wheat sown has not sprouted yet. A sim- 
ilar condition of things is reported in Southern 
Texas. Too much dry weather to do fall seed- 
ing any good and every prospect that the acre- 
age will be very much reduced. 

Tennessee reports that it has had no rain for 
forty-five days to amount to anything. The 
oldest inhabitant has no recollection of such 
asevere drought at this time in the year. 
With good rains now not over three-fourths 
of an average crop will be sown this fall. The 
crop now promises to go into winter quarters 
very — pad in poor condition. It is true 


that with favorable weather through Novem- 


ber and the first half of December there will 
naturally be some improvement. 

Kentucky reports the condition of the wheat 
crop today as poorer than for years. The 
ground is as dry as powder. Owing to the 
lack of moisture the wheat which is up is thin 
and the stand bad. With a hard wiater lots 
of the grain will be frozen out. Mills are not 
carrying large stocks and the flour trade is 
very dull. 

Same Story Everywhere. 

In Southern Kansas the condition of the 
winter-wheat crop, as compared with a year 
ago, is much worse; there has not been a 
rain to wet down the ground since the Ist of 
July. In some localities there is considerable 
late sown wheat not up yet. Some of the 
sprouted wheat has died out so that it is 
virtually dead; there is considerable wheat 
which is in the ground as dry as when sown, 
and it is now so late that the chances are 

ainst its doing any good. In Northern 

ansas the condition of wheat is not nearly as 
good asa year ago. It is hard to say any- 
thing about the stand, as $0 much of the crop 
is not yet up. 

In Northern Missouri a year ago at this 
time the wheat crop was in good, healthy con- 
dition. Not more than 50 per cent of the cro 
sown is up today. There has not been a — 
rain for nearly two months, and considerable 
wheat lies in the ground 4s dry as when it was 
putin. It was impossible to get the ground 
in good condition for seeding. Consequently 
the stand is poor. In Southern Missouri 
wheat is all seeded, but the stand .s poor. Not 
nearly as good as a year ago. A general rain 
and a few warm days would help the crop 
greatly. Ihe danger is that wheat will go into 
winter with hot enough root to stand the cold 
months. Millers do not carry large stocks of 
wheat and the flour demand is only fair. 

Illinois Repeats the Tale. 

The reports from Southern IIliaois show 
that the 8 condition of wheat in that 
section of the State is anything but flattering. 
It is 42 comparison to last year. Some 
of the sown wheat is not up yet. Ine 
weather this week has been very unfavorable, 
cold winds and no moisture. Central Illinois 
reports that unless rain comes soon the dam- 
age to the crpp of winter wheat will be very 
serious. Wheat is very late and some not up 
yet. If the ground freezes up before rain the 
prospects for the coming crop will be poor. 

In Northern Indiana the stand of the winter 
wheat is thin and irregular. There has not 
been such a poor outlook in many years for 
the coming drop as there is today. If weather 
conditions ate favorable from now until the 
round freézes up there may be some im- 
provement in the pros but it will takea 
warm, moist November to make stich im- 
provements. There has been an occasional 
shower, but nothing to break the drought as 
yet. uch of the early sown wheat did not 
germinate, and the wheat looks spindling and 
weak in appearance, and is in very bad shape 
to withstand the winter. Southern Indiana 
reports that it has not had any rain to amount 
to anythi for six weeks. A few showers 
have fallen which have given temporary te- 
lief. A great deal of wheat was not sown un- 
til late, this portion of the crop is going 
into the winter in r condition, in fact it is 
not all up yet. Millers have good stocks of 
wheat, but are generally running on short t me 
on account of the closeness of the flour trade. 


Fair and Mild Weather Needed. 


In Nortbern Ohio the condition of the win- 
ter wheat crop is not nearly as good as last 
year, yet there are a many fields equal 
to last seasdn’s growth. This is owing to rains 
which fell early in this portion of the State, 
while in other portions there were none, In 
Central Ohio the weather has been very dry 
and wheat has made but little growth. The 
crop promises to go into winter in very weak 
condition. Stocks of wheat in mills are not 
large. The condition of the winter wheat crop 
in Southern Obio bears no comparison with 
last year at this time. Then the fields were a 
rich green, the stand good, and the plants 
strong and healthy. Now considerable wheat 
is not up yet. Some has been resown and 
most of the early sowing is spotted and looks 


orly. | 

Central Michigan reports the condition of 
wheat deeidedly below that of last year. The 
stand only fair and no rains have fallen to 
gmount to much for six weeks. Southern 
Michigan reports the general condition 
of the winter wheat is not equal to last year. 
Copious rains are neeaed, as the soilis drier 
than for many years. 

The winter wheat condition may be summed 
up inthis way: The drought has not yet 
been broken and the prospects of going into 
winter quarters in a good, strong, healthy 
condition are not atall flattering. The gen- 
eral prospects of the crop are not as good as 
they were ten days ago, The success of the 
crop of 1892 depends now very largely upon 
copious rains and a mild November. 

| Corn Is All Right. 

_ While there have been discouraging and try- 
ing conditions for the winter wheat crop the 
conditions for the gathering of corn ve 
been simply perfect. There have been no 
rains over the length and breadth of the en- 
tire corn belt during the present month to 
put astop to gathering a single day and the 
grain so far gathered indicates that the crop 
is not going to turn out either in quantity or 
quality as large as has been reported. Farm- 
ers will not stop gathering corn now for the 
purpose of se and hauling to market. 
Should the present dry weather continue in 
the corn belt ten days longer would see the 
bulk of the crop all safely secured.

FIGURES OF THE COTTON CROP, 


An Increase Over Last Year and the Year 
Hefore Shown All Along the Line. 

New Orwzans, La., Nov. 6.—Secretary Hes- 
ter’s weekly cotton exchange statement shows 
that over 470,000 bales were brought into sight 
during the last week, carrying the amount of 
this crop marketed 225,000 past the three mill- 
ion mark. The week’s total shows an excess 


of 18,611 bales as ee last week, an 
increase over the corresponding seven days 
of last year of 36,362 bales, and 53,109 over 
the same time year before last. Northern 
spinners have continued in the market freely, 
and, including 70,486 shipped. to them over- 
land, they have taken 118,439 bales. an excess 
over this week last year of 10,839 bales, bring- 
ing the total for the season tous far to 72,254 
bales more than for the corresponding seven 
days last year. 

The amount of the crop brought into sight 
from Nov. 1 to 6 inclusive is 874,602, against 
355,453 last year and 351,938 for the same time 
year before last, m hy ty total for the sea- 
gon to date . inst 2.955, 
158 in 1890 apd 2.662145 in 1 
Foreign exports thus far this season have 
been 1,248,412, against 1,434,858 last year, a de- 
crease of 186,446. The total takings of Ameri- 
can mills at the North and Seuth thus far for 
the season have been 750,011, against 677,520 
last year. These include 618,714 by Northern 
spinners, against 546,460 last year. Stocks at 
seaport cities and twenty-nine leading South- 
ern interior centers are now 697,109 bales 
larger than at this date in 1890. Including 
stocks left over at ports and interior towns 
from the last crop and the number of bales 
brought into sight thus far of the new crop, 
the supply to date is 3,502,988 bales, against 
3,027,001 bales for the saine period last year.

Havana, Cuba, Oct. 31.—The fine weather 
again rouses strong hopes regarding the re- 
sult of the coming acco cfop, which is ex- 
pected to be the largest ever obtained on this 
island. The Caibefien papers complain of the 
high rates exacted by the officials operating 
the railroad at that place.

It is now definitely known that 
an immense quantity of the tobacco seedlings 
in the Muelta Abajo, Remedios, Santa Clara, 
and Trinidad districts have. been totally de- 
stroyed ‘in consequence of the late excessive 
rains. 


END OF THE UTOPIAN ALLIANCE. 


The Party That Was to Do Evetything for 
Evervbody Finds an Early Grave. 

Topeka (Kas.) Capital, Nov. 5: A man can 
now go outside of Kansas and not be ashamed 
to say where he is from. The defeat of the 
Alliance party in Kansas is the assertion by 
the people of their judgment and an expres- 
sion of State pride. It means that the people 
in one year weighed the principles and 
schemes and leaders and took occasion 
to say in no doubtful terms Tuesday: We 
have had enough of this new-fangled 
political revolution that is to  over- 
turn all established forms of business and re- 
lieve people from indebtedness and make 
them rich by legislation.” Last year the idea 
caught the imagination, but this year the 
judgment ot men seemed to be doing business 
at the ballot-box. The Utopian schemes of 
men who have been failures all their lives in 
the ordinary affairs of life no longer fool the 
people. They are ready to go back to the 
old-fashioned way out, which is to honestly 
earn the money and'pay out. 

The significance of the Alliance defeat in 
Kansas can scarcely be estimated. The ex- 
traordinary success of the party in this State 
last year gave the State — Spano 
ence, and in forming a national party Kansas 
became the key of the situation. Defeat here 
at the age of one year will be disastrous in its 
influence in Nebraska, Missouri, Iowa, and 
Minnesota, It commanded attention and re- 
spect because of its success in Kansas. Take 
the possibility or hope of that frm tne move- 
ment and down it goes as rapidly as it rose. 
All the coéperative schemes will go with the 
failure at the polls. If there is an 
attempt to place a national ticket in 
the field it will be to bolster up the 
organizations in States where the politicians 
are trying to repeat the success of Kansas, 
The result of Tuesday's election will be a hu- 
miliating surprise to rebels like Polk and Liv- 
ingston, who expected to use the success of 
Kansas in deteating the Republican party in 
other Northern States. As the success in Kan- 
sas gave place-hunters of other States inspira- 
tion to work for the new party, so will the de- 
feat of Tuesday open the eyes of the rank and 
file and destroy the hopes of aspirants for of- 


ce. 

Here in Kansas the People's party will 
dwindle down until it reaches bed-rock, which 
is the old Union-Labor party that united the 
disgruntled, soured, anarchistic, and social- 
istic elements of our politica, This, in our 
judgment, will be the final end in 1892 of the 
People’s party of Kansas that brought to light 
so many leaders that could not lead and made 
s0 many promises it could not fulfill.

JAMES DREDGE’S FIRST ARTICLE, 


What He Has to Say About the World’s 
Fair in His London Paver. 

In the next issue of the London Engineering 
will begin a series of exhaustive articles on 
the Exposition by James Dredge: Mr. Dredge 
is one of the members of the Royal English 
World’s Fair Commission and recently vis- 
ited Chicago. Mr. Dredge, it appears from 
the advance sheets of Engineering, discovered 
among other things while here that the Fair is 
not a Chicago enterprise but a United States 
Governmental one. In the first of the series 
of articles which will appear in his paper he 
has this to say concerning tne relations of the 
government to the Exposition: 

In the first place it will be useful to remove an 
erroneous but very general impression that the 
Columbian Exhibition ig a private venture of an 
enterprising city, rather the serious under- 
taking of a great nation. ‘This mistake cannot 
be too quickly corrected; itis true ¢hat the City 
of Chicago is responsible for the successful com- 
pletion and the satisfactory organization of the 
work, and that she has to provide the vast sums 
necessary for the completion of the Exhibition. 
This is the price she has to pay for the ardudus 
honor of being the chosen city of the Nation. 
But the Exhibition is essentially a government 
undertaking, and the 4 made at Chicago 
is ca fully and critically watched at Wasbing- 
ton ; the policy of the executive is closely scratin- 
ized ; * . mag goes — and — ne 
grows in magnitude, in im ance, and in inter- 
national interest, so does the surveillance of the 
central government appear to increase. 

And as there can be no reasonable doubt that 
the energy and enterprise of the Chicago le 
will overcome ail the difficulties of the undertak- 
ing, or that foreign interest and cooperation will 
be thorough and practical, so it may be safely as- 
sumed that the government at Washington will 
make full use of the powers granted them by 
Congress, and will take a far more active part in 
the Exhibition than they originally contemplated. 
Foreign exhibiters may therefore feel assured 
that they will not be dealing with a private or 
even with a municipal body, seeking profit as well 
as honor, but with the representatives of a great 
powss in the first place, and with an executive 

etermined at all costs to do to their trust 
in the second. 


The remainder of the article deals with the 
organization and the general management of 
the Fair, and contains a description of the 
grounds and the general layout. 


WOULD LIKE TO BE SECRETARY. 


Cominissioner Williams a Candidate for an 
Office on the Committee on Awards, 
Commissioner T. W. Williams of Tennes- 
see is a candidate for Secretary of the Com- 
mittee on Awards. This committee is an im- 
portant one which was created at the last 
session of the National Commission, and 
among other things is empowered to select a 
Secretary at a salary not exceeding $5,000.

YOUTHY WORLD'S FAIR CONGRESS, 


A Committee to Look After It Appointed 
by the President of the Auxillary. 

There is to be a Youths’ World’s Fair Con- 
gress some time within the period of the Ex- 
position. 

President Bonney of the World’s Congress 
Auxiliary has just appointed the fullowing 
committee totake charge of the proposed con- 
gress: Prof. K. C. Delano, M. A., Chairman;

Cumnock, M. A.; Prof. M. L. Williston, M. A.; 
Gen. C. H. Howard, the Rev. H. H. Russell, 
and Mr. F. Frederick Bliss. 

This congress, it is thought, will be some- 
what unique in ite character, but the auxiliary 
is not alone interested in it, since there has 
been organized under the laws of the State a 
society for the special purpose of promoting a 
Youths’ Congress. The officers are: Presi- 
dent, Prof. A. F. Nightingale; Vice-President, 
B. J. Jacobs; Secretary, Frederick Bliss; 
Treasurer, William T. Hewes; Auditor, Wat- 
son Trantor. 

The objects of the congress are stated in 
the following, which was embodied in a letter 
sent to President Bonney and on which state- 
ment he appointed the special committee: 


1. To vitally interest the.children and youth of

World's Congress, composed of such a number of 
delegates as can be conveniently cared for at that 
time, of proper ages, and of such qualifications 
and attainments as shall constitute them the 
very cream of the world’s youth.

REVIEW OF THE WEEK IN DETAIL. 


What Has Been Accomplished During the 


Last Seven Days. 

A brief summary of the. events of the week 
is as follows: 

Last Saturday Theodore Thomas, Musical Di- 
rector of the Exposition, and W. L. Tomiins, 
Choral Director, united iu a joint report asking 
the e management to provide two 
music halls, one for the accomodation of high 
art musicians and another for popular concerts. 

The joint committee on transportation repre- 
senting the Exposition, e City of Chicago, the 
South Side elevated road, which runs to Jackson 
Park, and the South Side cable, also the Illinois 
Central, running to the same point, held a con- 
ference upon the question of transportation facili- 
ties and showed t an expenditure of several 
million dollars would be required in order to pro- 
vide adequate transportation for the Fair. 

Collector Clark decided to admit free of duty 
as a periodical a French weekly publication called 
the Bulletin of the World's Fair Exposition. 
Collector Clark decided that the customs regula- 
tions would admit of the free entry of a publica- 
tion devoted exclusively to the interests of the 
World's Fair. 

Theodore Roosevelt wrote Chief Buchanan that 
the Boone and Crockett club, with headquarters 
in New York, would make a showing at the 
World’s Fair. Mr. Roosevelt and other members 
of the Boone and Crockett club are hunters of big 
game. They wish to show relics of Daniel Boone 
— Davy Crockett—their rifles, powder horns, 


Thomas Ryan, United States Minister to 
Mexico, calied on Director-General Davis and 
said that although — 41 had n but 
$50,000 that sum should regard merely as a 
starter. He said that President Diaz was heartily 
in favor of promoting the Chicago Exposition, 
and would in the end secure a large appropria- 
tion from the Mexican Congress. 

Director-General Davis announced that the re- 
ports to the effect that Walker Fearn was to be 
succeeded as Chief of the Department of Foreign 
Affairs were unfounded.

The a in the New York banks have un- 
doubtedly been drawn down sharply this week by 
banks in ton and elsewhere, and there would 
seem to be little doubt that 8 bank state- 
ment will be an unfavorabie one.

The young women in the stores, and banks, 
and counting-houses belong to the best fami- 
lies in the city.

‘Their fathers were men of busineas 
and believed in bringing up their children in 
the same way. The children in Aurora have 
been principally girls. Nobody has under- 
taken to explain this, and the explanation 
wouldn't be satisfactory if it was made.

Chinese merchants in New York are excited

Leu Yee’s movements, While there is much 
interest in the ‘rumors ard Pung Yok 
Lee it is believed that Leu Yee has instigated 
them so as to strengthen his own cause. Few 
believe that Pung Yok Lung would desert the 
Emperor, though they all admit his hatred of 
foreigners. 

Strange ideas prevail among the Chinese 
merchants ing the present ettitude of 
the United States and Engiaud, There isa 
prevalent belief that thése countries are plan- 
ning to attack China on account of the killing 
of missionaries. Exaggerated ideas, among 
the New York Chinese, of the number of for- 
eigners killed and the extent of the riots 
foment the agitation. This belief has been 
industriously circulated in China by the Gong 
Ye Tong, and Chinese here cite their informa- 
tion from China as authority for their belief. 
They insist that in case of war China would 
receive the help of Russia. They believe that 
China and Russia could defeat any combined 
attack of England and the United States. 

The probability of Leu Yee’s revolution tak- 
ing place is the all-absorbing subject of con- 
versation. Itis estimated from careful in- 
quiries that two-thirds of the New York Chi- 
nese believe thatonce inaugurated even the 
Mandarins would join in a successful cru- 
sade against foreigners. They are in close 
communication with friends in China. Some 
of the merchants get reliable information 
from high authority, war, in 
which Leu Yee wasso prominent, excited lit- 
tle interest compared with the present situa- 
tion. Home pdlitics are being discussed as 
never before in every laundry and store. 

Shen Woon, the Consul-General, when seen 
by a World reporter, laughed at the suggeés- 
tion of Pung Yok Lung’s alleged connivance 
with his old enemy.

A Historical Mystery, by Honore de Balzac. 
A Historical Mystery (Une Ténébreuse 
Affaire”), while not among the greatest of 
Balzac’s works, is by no means unworthy of 
its author. The period of the story is that of 
the Consulate and the empire; the scene is 
laid in the Department of the Aube, a district 
of the ancient Province of Champagne. 
real hero of the romance is one Frangois 
Michu, bailiff of the Manor of Gondreville, a 
man of forbid aspect and gloomy temper, 
known to his neighbors by the significant ap- 
pellation of “Judas.” is unamiable per- 
sonage, who is suspected of yer wae to his 
old masters, the former Lords of Gondreville, 
is in reality a faithful soul, whose one aim is 
to restore to survi members of 
the family their conf estates. 
bulk of their fortune has been entrusted to 
his keeping, and this he has buried at various 
points in forest. When spies are upon 
their track itis he who conceals his young 
masters, for months at a time, in a hiding- 
place kuown only to himself. young men 
are eventually pardoned, but a m rious ab- 
duction—the dark business which gives a 
name to the story—is laid at their door, and 
although after their conviction the interces- 
sion of powerful friends restores them to free- 
dom, the innocent Michu is executed as their 
accomplice. Thus justice is satisfied, and the 
Emperor obtains four fine recruits for his 
army, that being the condition upon which 
the pardon is granted. 

The story ＋ oe wordy and the - 
scriptive and explanatory passages are not al- 
ways well timed. ‘There are certain coinci- 
dences, too, in relation to the dark busi- 
ness which strike the reader as curiously op- 
portune—too much so, in fact, for probabili- 
ty. But there are many strong scenes; that 
of the trial, for example, is highly dramatic. 
The feelings and prejudices of old nobili- 
ty are admirably indicated; one sees how 
utterly impossible the ancient ime had be- 
come, when pride had rende odious the 
very virtues of the ruling caste. In telling 
contrast to these unreasonable beings Balzac 
has placed the figure of Napoleon, clear-sight- 
ed, strong, a calculator of forces, a judge of 
men; and although no moral is drawn, no 
philosophical survey is attempted, the effect 
intended by the aut is fully attained. 

Note, moreover, that the effect is attamed 
without the aid of exaggeration or deprecia- 
tion. Even Dickens would have made at 
least one of the nobles a tyrant, a Sybarite, 
or a libertine. Not so zac. r
